Schacht, Financial 
Wizard of Germany, 


Sentenced to Jail 


Is Given Eight Years by 


German Court for His 


Nazi Activities 


Stuttgart, May 
13 — (AP) — 


Hjalmar Schacht, German finan- 
cial wizard who was cleared of 
war crimes charges by the inter- 
national military tribunal at Nu- 
erenberg seven months ago, was 
convicted as a major nazi offender 
by a German denazification court 
today and sentenced to eight years 
imprisonment. 


The verdict was announced by 


court president Fritz Lenz in a 
pack^i'icourtroom in the-_f"V~>mun- 
ity singing hall where the former 
nazi finance minister and Reichs- 
bank president has been on trial 
for six weeks. 
The 
70-year-old 


Schacht heard the verdict in stun- 
ned silence, his face drawn and 
white. 


The court ordered the confisca- 


tion of all of Schacht's remaining 
personal fortune—-officially 
esti- 


mated at 1,190,000 marks ($119,- 
000) except for 10,000 reichsmarks. 


It also forbade him to hold any 


public office during the remain- 
der of his life and deprived him 
of most of his civil rights for the 
next 10 years, banning him from 
voting in any election, practicing 
as an attorney, participating in any 
political activities, 
joining 
any 


political party, or any professional 
or economic organization. 


Made Common Laborer 


The verdict, practically the max- 


imum that 
could be imposed, 


means in effect that until Schacht 
is SO years old he will be una' ne i 
to hold any position socially t 
\ 


economically aside from the Die 
of common laborer. 


In imposing the prison sente-ice, 


the court decided to take .nto 
account.the two years that Schacht 
already has been m custody, t: »re- 
by reducing his actual term tc six 
years. 


If Schacht's health permit he 


will be compelled to perform rome 
sort of labor during his prison 
term. 


Schacht's attorney, Dr. Wolf- 


gang Schwamberger, said he would 
appeal the sentence to the highest 
German court. 


Month of Testimony 


The court, composed of German 


judges chosen from all political 
parties 
and 
the trades 
unions, 


handed down its verdict after a 
month 
of 
testimony 
in which 


Schacht's activities were reported 
by a score of witnesses. The for- 
mer president of the Reichsbank 
was tried as a nazi under the law 
for liberation from National So- 
cialism.

Vet Tells of Being 
Trapped Five Days

Martinez, Calif., May 13-—(AP) 


—A 26-year-old Navy veteran to- 
day described the horror of being 
trapped for five days in the wreck- 
age of his automobile, less than 
150 feet from a busy highway, al- 
most dying of thirst with water 
only 10 feet away.

canyon. 


Car -Pinned His Arm 


Steeie, talking with highway 


patrolmen and newsmen, said his 
car left the road eight miles west 
of Martinez late Wednesday night 
when he fell asleep at the wheel 
while returning from a 
fishing 


trip. 


The machine veered through a 


highway fence, travelled about 100 
feet across a field and then plung- 
ed into a 35-foot gully. 
Steele 


was thrown from the seat but, 
when he regained consciousness, 
the next morning, he found his 
right arm was mashed and caught 
between the door and the side of 
the car as it lay on its side.

"You're worrying about people 


not starting chicks in May," a 
friend of-mine said after he got 
the letter I wrote you last week. 


"But there's another thing that 


has us worried a lot more than 
that: What are \ve going to do 
with the springs we have ready to 
sell right now? I've got some 
myself that weigh three pounds. 
You tell me where they can be 
sold today at a proper figure. 
About the best price I can get 
anywhere around here is 35c a 
pound. 
And that's hot a profit- 


able figure." 


It's that last sentence that got 


me. I find it hard to believe. 


I seems to me 35 cents should 


give us a good profit. 
I started 


doing a little; checking. My friend 
didn't tell me how much: it has 
cosjt him to produce his chickens. 
In fact, I haven't found many poul- 
try raisers in the Middle West who 
can tell me. 
: 


People are quick enough to say 


there is :or isn't any money in 
.chickens, but when I try to pin 
anyone down to. just what .it's 
costing him to produce a pound of 
poultry meat or a dozen eggs, no 
"one can give-me an answer. 


It's a.-different matter when you 


talk to people who make a busi- 
ness 
of 
raising 
chickens—the 


"broiler" growers down in Dela- 
ware, or Georgia, or Arkansas. 
They can tell you to the penney— 
in fact, to the fraction of a cent. 
" So, I decided to find out wheth- 
er poultry raisers in those sec- 
tions could make a profit at 35 
cents a pound. 


Know Production: Costs 


A poultry raiser "down hi Dela- 


ware had just sold a bunch of 
chickens. His production costs on 
'them totaled 24. cents a pound. 


A poultry raiser in Georgia sold 


-a lot of chickens that averaged 


three pounds—at 10 weeks and four 
days.3 He had used 3'i pounds of 
feed to produce a pound of poultry. 
And the 3Vj pounds of feed had 
cost him 15 cents. 
Suppose his 


other costs ran half again as much. 
His total cost wouldn't have been 
over 23 cents a pound. 


A poultry raiser down in Arkan- 


sas sold some birds not long ago 
that weighed. 2.83 pounds at 11 
weeks and 2 days. He had used 
3*i pounds of feed to produce 
every pound of meat. And his feed 
cost per-pound-of-poultry was 16 
and two-thirds cents. 
Add half 


again as much for his other costs 
—and you get a total of 25 cents 
a pound. 
« 


There are three poultry raisers 


—in three different parts of the 
country. 
They don't raise much 


grain • in those areas. 
So they 


probably had to buy every pound 
of feed that went into those chick- 
ens. 
And they still produced them 


for 23, 24 and 25 cents a pound. 


Those aren't last year's figures. 


They are figures on chickens rais- 
ed this spring. 


Here in the Middle West we 


have our own grain. So we ought 
to be able to produce chickens for 
less money than it costs to grow 
them in Delaware, Arkansas and 
Georgia. 


If we can't, something's wrong. 
If we can't, we'll be out of the 


chicken business one of these days. 


It doesn't make sense to me to 


ship corn down to Delaware, grow 
the chickens down there, and ship 
them back into the Middle West. 
But that's been happening. And 
if we can't produce chickens and 
have a profit in them at 35 cents 
.a pound, we're going to see a lot 
more chickens shipped into Iowa 
from Delaware and Arkansas. 


Will it come to that? 
I hope not. But it. all depends 


on the farmers in, the Middle West 
—on whether you can grow^chick- 
ens for less money than the poul- 
try raisers in other parts of the 
country. I think you can.

Let's Be Specific 


An American correspondent in 


Athens reports that the Greek gov- 
ernment is growing' more amen- 
able to the idea of strict Ameri- 
can control over our proposed aid 
there. He bases his conclusions 
on talks with two highly placed, 
but anonymous Greek citizens. We 
hope he's right, lor earlier indi- 
cations were not too encouraging. 


The consensus of previous sto- 


ries on the subject was that the 
Greek government had little In- 
tention of submitting to close su- 
pervision. Lack of such supervision 
seems to have been one of the mis- 
rakes in the British attempt to sta- 
bilize the Greek situation. A set- 
Tip for controls apparently existed, 
but sever was taken too seriously 
by either party. 


It is doubtful that anyone of 


open mind would suggest that the 
present Greek government is any 
prize package. Its reaction, ruth- 
iessness, profiteering," and general 
lack of democracy, 
have lent 


strength to the Communist* and 
helped make American intervention 
necessary. - 


These qualities have robbed the 


present government of true popu- 
lar representation. Many moderate, 
non-Communist elements have re- 
fused to have any part of this 
political structure. 'That left theni 
the choice of, joining the Commu- 
nist-dominated opposition or giv- 
ing1 the government inactive sup- 
port. 


Establishment of a really repre- 


sentative government in Greece is 
necessary to check the'infiltration 
of'foreign communism. In fact, 
the latter cannot be accomplished 
•without the former. Perhaps this 
has been made clear in Washing- 
ton and Athens. B-uVit has not 
been spelled out for the world in 
general to read. 


It seems to us that much mis- 


understanding could be cleared up 
If Mr. Truman would state, or dele- 
gate someone to state, the specific 
t«rm« of our proposed aid to 
Greece. 


If we are to foot the bill of 


Greek reconstruction, we should be 
•ntitled to say something about the 
form that reconstruction should 
take. It is most unlikely that the 
IT. S. intends to underwrite pres- 
ent Greek policies. New elections 
and a change to a democratic, rep- 
resentative government are indis- 
p«wable to that country's recov- 
ery." 


Such a program would not con- 


flict in any way with America's 
campaign against the spread of 
imposed communism. A clear, de- 
tailed explanation of it should 


Washington — The Republicans 


are receiving bad publicity even 
on their agreed plan to economize 
about one-seventh in the $37>i bil- 
lion Truman budget, and their pro- 
gram to afford about one-fifth re- 
duction to the taxpayers from the 
terrific wartime rates which are 
the most oppressive in all history.

not cut is because $11 billion 
must go for military and $5 bil- 
lion for fixed interest charges. 
(The military is being cut 5 per 
cent and of course the government 
recaptures much of its interest 
payments by its taxes on govern- 
ment bond interfest, so these fac- 
tors are being incorrectly stated. 
But after defense and interest, 
there remains 521 billion on which 
to whittle. 


Economizing is all a matter of 


opinion; if you want to cut the 
cultural radio program to Rus- 
sia, all right; but every time you 
cut you must eliminate some gov- 
ernment activity. 
(The truth is 


the Truman employes pressure 
group with aid of the union con- 
gressmen, are scaring the day- 
lights out of all congressmen, mak- 
ing them believe the world will

sails, all the way from here to Mos- 
cow.

about the internal politics of the 
Teamsters' union, which has flOO,- 
000 subjects and spread-eagles the 
United States. 


I was So-ylng yesterday that 


Dave Beck, of Seattle, seemed to 
have the inside position in a 
scramble for the presidency in this 
year's big convention until sudden- 
ly he got credit for ending the ter- 
rible general strike in Oakland, 
Calif., last December, when old 
Dan Tobin, the president, had al- 
ready sent a wire from his head- 
quarters in Indianapolis, calling it 
off. Beck was photographed at the 
telephone, shouting his orders to 
the local boss unioneers in Oakland 
and the old gent's telegram ran 
back tmong the want ads and less- 
er obits in the papers. Tobin had 
been persuaded to hold up the re- 
lease of his wire and the next 
thing he knew a broadcaster was 
telling the world that Beck had.i 
ordered an end to the anarchy and 
sent the Teamsters back to work. | 
Dan was fif to be tied. 


Mr. Tobin is old and not to well 


and he could easily pass a big 
pension for himself, step down and 
let Beck have the job. But since 
that Oakland thing, the old man 
has got his back up and another 
of the old guard of giants in Wash- 
ington was telling me a little while 
ago that, whatever else happens, 
you can bet your sweet life that if 
Beck should now try to move up 
in the American Federation of La- 
bor he will think the roof had fall- 
en in on him. Those old boys fight 
and wrangle but they stick to- 
gether against the young turks 
and upstarts, and Beck just got 
brash and made a false move.

I doubt that Dan will let him 


become president of the teamsters 
now because Tobin 
knows 
that 


there is fierce enmity 
between 


Beck in the northwest and some 
of his own loyal household in the 
main office in Indianapolis. If Beck 
got the job a lot of Tobin's people 
would be looking for work, because 
this change would be pretty much 
like a change of administration in 
the national government. Beck has 
his own political following and the 
patronage, or jobs, is what a pres- 
ident of a big union uses to keep 
his organization intact. 


I wrote Mr. Tobin about this and 


he wrote back: "I want to assure 
you thai I am not at all disturbed 
or alarmed" about Beck's aspir- 
ations. "I have been 40 years in 
this position, which I accepted for 
one year in the beginning, and no 
one has ever been a 
candidate 


against me for this office". 


In Seattle, Beck is king. Busi- 


ness men fawn on him and the 
public politicians obey him like 
flunkeys. He can regulate compe- 
tition however he likes, boycott 
products even in interstate com- 
merce whenever he likes and b 
stow or withhold priceless favors 
Rt his royal pleasure ,all according 
to law under the enactments and 
policies of the New Deal and the 
union constitution.

You should have read some of 


the slaver in the Seattle Star and 
the Time*, when Dave Beck beat 
Mr. Tobin's time in calling off the 
Oakland'* anarchy. The Star said 
Beck's action "demonstrates a high 
degree of labor statesmanship" and 
the Times said "echoing over the 
nation today * " * is announce- 
ment from Seattle that Dave Beck, 
once a stormy petrel in olden-day 
labor strife, has made the first 
move that will result in breaking 
Oakland's general strike," and so 
forth until you want to be ashamed 
for them. They gave no indication 
that the old man had called off 
the strike. The fact meant noth- 
ing to them that this whole violent 
insurrection against popular gov- 
ernment began when the Oakland 
police gave protection to some war 
veterans who were delivering mer- 
chandise by(truck and were threat- 
ened by union goons on a second- 
ary picket line, at premises where 
the Teamsters union had absolute- 
ly no grievance. 


These outfits have grown too big

Anak Kratkatau—"The Child of 
Krakatau"—is showing explosive

the world in 1883. 


The erruption of the 
original 


Krakatau, a lonely Island volcano 
isolated in the 
Sunda straights 


between Java and Sumatra was 
the greatest in human 
history. 


Thirty thousand Indonesians were 
killed by the mighty tidal waves 
and hail of falling 
stone , which 


devastated south Sumatra and the 
Bantam region of We*t Java. 


Tidal waves swept three times 


around the world. Volcanic dust- 
settled as far away as the United 
States. For ten days Indonesian 
skies were darkened. 


The original Krakatau " disap- 


peared in the 
explosion, which 


gained tremendous new violence 
when sea water poured into the 
red-hot gap as the island split 
apart.

De Gasperi, Premier 
of Italian Cabinet, 
Resigns Post Today 


Rome, May 13— (AP)— Premier 


Alcide' De Gasperi 
handed his 


resignation today to Provisional 
President Enrico De Nicola as So- 
cialists and Christian Democrats 
charged each other with respons- 
ibility for the collapse of his coali- 
tion government. 


A communique from the Chris- 


tian Democratic premier's press 
office said De Gasperi was' resign- 
ing because of Socialist attacks on 
him yesterday. 
The three-party 


coalition has been torn with dis- 
sension over Italy's debt problem. 


De Gasperi's public works min- 


ister, Giuseppe Romita, said after 
a 50-minute extraordinary cabinet 
meeting- that the premier's deci- 
sion was taken because of a So- 
cialist charge that he was delib- 
erately fomenting a political crisis. 


De Gasperi, who has presided 


over a coalition of Christian Demo- 
crats, Communists and Socialists 
for months, was expected to 'in- 
form the constituent assembly of 
his action in a speech tonight. 


Resigned Twice Before 


De Gasperi, who became premier 


of Italy in October, 1945, twice 
before has resigned and twice has 
been asked to form a new govern- 
ment. 


He resigned formally when De 


Nicola 
was 
named 
provisional 


president last 
June. 
A month 


later he announced a coalition cab- 
inet in which he held, beside toe 
premiership, the ministry of the 
interior and the interim foreign 
affairs portfolio. This cabinet al- 
so was a coalition of the Christian 
Democrats, Socialists and Com- 
munists. 


Late in 1946, while De Gasperi 


was in the United States seeking 
aid for Italy, he was the target 
of heavy Communist attacks at 
home, (and in January he resigned 
in the crisis which had developed 
while he was away. 
The Italian 


Socialist party broke apart over 
the question of collaboration -with 
the Communists. 
He formed the 


latest coalition cabinet Feb. 3. 


Rosita, a Socialist, told news- 


men today that during the last 
session of De Gasperi's third gov- 
ernment, the Socialist ministers 
denied they had attempted 
to 


break up the cabinet.

Schacht has been a prisoner since 


the roundup of anti-Hitlerites that 
followed the bomb plot. He was 
held in a concentration camp by 
Hitler, and at the end of the war 


he became a prisoner of the allies. 


Schacht was one of three high, 


officials acquitted of war crimes 
by the international military tribu- 
nal at Nuernberg. 
The others 


were Franz Von Papen, diplomat, 
and Hans Fritzsche, radio propa- 
gandist. 
Since then, Papen has 


been sentenced by a denazification 
court to eight years as a "major 
offender." Fritzsche drew ft §en- 
tence of nine years. 


The maximum that can be im- 


_posed on nazis by German courts 
is 10 years. The prosecution had 
asked only eight years against 
Schacht.

Big Jim Pritchard has fought in 


two wars, but his social renown 
lies in the belief he is the tough- 
tst 
county- sheriff in an area 


where toughness is a virtue—the 
»outhern Illinois coal mining re- 
jion. 


Big Jim used to be a baseball 


pitcher and boxer and is built like 
IL pouter pigeon—mostly chest 
His head is slowly balding. His 
voice is slow and mild but his 
eyes are cold as a couple of brown 


marbles. At 47 Jim—if he really 
gets mad—still prefers

Takes Notorious Birger

:ies in northeastern Illinois will 
lave the greatest concentration of 
population on the continent," John- 


son said. "If we wait longer we 
cannot save the valley from be- 
ing turned into a shanty town 
from end to end. This plan, im- 
plemented by proper zoning re- 
strictions, can make this valley a 
pleasant home for millions." 


Albert Riemenschneider, chief 


planner of the Fox river valley de- 
velopment project of the Illinois 
postwar planning commission and 
former engineer of park design in 
Milwaukee, Wis., said yesterday 
that his staff of draftsmen, sur- 
veyors and planners had been sur- 
veying the river valley and pre- 
paring plans for recreational de- 
velopment of the area since May, 
1946.
